PLUG IS 
PULLED 
ON PEEL 


Live music venue to be sold off by debt-ridden brewery

An iconic Kingston music venue 
has announced it will close down 
later this year. 

The Sir Robert Peel - known sim¬ 
ply as The Peel by thousands of 
bands and gig-goers - broke the 
news on its Facebook page, saying 
the closure “had been coming for 
some time”. 

The venue, in Cam¬ 
bridge Road, is being 
sold off by debt-rid 
den brewery owner 
Punch Taverns, 
which owes cred¬ 
itors £2.3bn. 

An exact 
closing date is 
yet to be set, 
however. 


A spokeswoman for Punch Tav¬ 
erns said: “We can confirm that the 
Sir Robert Peel is currently open 
and trading. The pub remains on 
the open market and we are 
considering offers from a range of 
interested parties.” 

Administrators on the Peel’s 
Facebook page thanked customers 
for their support over the years. 

One message read: “It is so nice 
to see all the support for The Peel, 
thank you all very much. 

“The management are 
currently in the pro¬ 
cess of trying to 


big party to say thanks for all your 
constant support, so keep your 
eyes (Sir Robert) peeled.” 

For many years, the Peel was one 
of the borough’s premier live gig 
venues, where hundreds of young 
bands cut their performing teeth 
both onstage and in the rehearsal 
rooms below. 

It has also played host to many 
more established 
acts, including the 
Vaccines, Jamie T, 



Gallows and John Newman. 

The news of the Peel’s imminent 
closure was met with dismay by 
supporters. 

One Facebook user wrote: 
“Where the hell are new bands 
gonna get a chance to strut their 
stuff?! Really sad news if that’s 
true.” 

Another said: “Nooo, the peel is 
an amazing venue for gigs. It can’t 
close”. 

The Peel’s popularity has waned 
in recent years, opening infre¬ 
quently to host guaranteed sell-out 
live shows. 

Jon Tolley, manager of Banquet 
Records, which organised hun¬ 
dreds of gigs at the Peel, said: “I 
worked at the Peel behind the bar 
and put on shows before doing 
Banquet, and there’s been some 
amazing gigs, but it’s lost its way a 
bit. 

“But the fact is the room is the 
best room to watch live music in 
Kingston. 

“There’s going to be a big hole 
left when it goes.” 

As well as being a landmark 
music venue, the Peel was also 
known for offering lap dance, 
striptease and pole dancing shows. 

Last year, when the pub 
applied for a new sex establish¬ 
ment licence in accordance with 
licensing law changes, several 
residents opposed the move - un¬ 
aware such shows had been 
legally held at the venue for 
years.

GREENBELft London First floats plan for new Crossrail 2 suburb 

Are 70,000 homes really 
planned for Chessington? 


A Liberal Democrat cam¬ 
paign against up to 70,000 
new homes in Chessington 
has been dismissed as “scare- 
mongering” by Kingston 
Conservatives, and “desper¬ 
ate” by City Hall. 

The idea for a new suburb 
was floated by business pres¬ 
sure group London First that 
said planning rules could be 
used to fund train expansion 
scheme Crossrail 2. 

Lib Dems said Richard 
Blakeway, London’s deputy 
mayor for housing, backed 
the recommendations for a 
review into using greenbelt 
land for homes and identify¬ 
ing Chessington as a possible 
site for a “significant” new 
community. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
Edward Davey said: “If Boris 
continues to push 70,000 
extra homes in Chessington 
it would double the size of the 
royal borough in a stroke, put 
intolerable strain on our 
roads and services and de¬ 
stroy our precious greenbelt, 
including ancient woodland.” 

Kingston Council leader Liz 
Green said: “We call on Boris 
to reject the recommenda¬ 
tions that suggest building on

our greenbelt. 

“We fight to keep some 
green and open space within 
Kingston. We already don’t 
have that much.” 

But Boris Johnson told a 
question time audience at 
Richard Challoner School on 
Wednesday night: “As far as I 
understand there is no such 
plan. There may be some Lib 
Dem plan to do it but we are 
not aware of it. 

“I would not support build¬ 
ing on greenbelt.” 

A spokesman from the 
Mayor of London’s office 
said: “One of the recommen¬ 
dations in the report regards 
Chessington, however, this 
was not highlighted to the 
deputy mayor, nor did he 
comment on it. 

“A Conservative-run City 
Hall would never endorse 
such a plan for the Chessing¬ 
ton greenbelt. This is a des¬ 
perate misuse of the work of 
a business organisation.”

infrastructure director, said: 
“Our report was setting out, 
for illustrative purposes only, 
the additional property value 
that would be created by a 
substantial new housing de¬ 
velopment of up to 70,000 
homes. 

“The actual number of new 
homes that could be built 
should be explored by local 
boroughs and the Mayor.” 

James Berry, Conservative 
parliamentary candidate for 


Kingston and Surbiton, said: 
“There is not one scintilla of 
Conservative support for 
mass building on green field 
sites in Chessington.” 

And former Labour parlia¬ 
mentary candidate Julie 
Reay said: “I’ve checked and 
there is no plan to build 
70,000 homes in Chessington. 
I’m not a fan of Boris or the 
Tories, but I hate this stupid 
campaigning style of the Lib 
Dems.” 


1,700 say 
‘no’ to 
Shia plan 

A Muslim community has 
abandoned its plans to open 
an Islamic centre in an aban¬ 
doned Worcester Park pub. 

The Shia Ismaili community 
pulled its plans for exercise 
classes, senior’s day clubs and 
quiet meditation in the 
Worcester Park Tavern in 
Park Terrace after an opposi¬ 
tion petition gathered more 
than 1,700 signatures. 

A spokesman from the 
group said: “The Ismaili com¬ 
munity would like to thank all 
the respondents for their feed¬ 
back and participation in the 
consultation process. 

“It remains the hope of 
members of the Ismaili com¬ 
munity that this building will 
soon be put to good use.” 

Old Malden Councillor 
David Fraser said: “They did 
listen to the people and if the 
people were more in favour 
they would have carried on. 

“I have a high regard for 
them now. But it would have 
been a traffic nightmare.”

Housing could get box clever on former Toby Jug site 


The disputed Tolworth 
Tesco site could be the ideal 
new solution for affordable 
housing. 

YMCA London South West 
is in talks with Kingston 
Council about introducing 
the charity’s new Y:Cube 
housing scheme to the 
borough. 

The 26sq m units, which 
feature a lounge, kitchen fa¬ 
cilities and bedroom with en- 
suite bathroom, are being 
heralded by the charity as a 
cost-effective alternative for 
poor and homeless people 
who cannot afford to buy or 
rent privately. 

A prototype of the Y:Cube is 
currently outside YMCA 
Wimbledon, with plans for 
the first Y:Cube housing 
scheme comprising 36 units 
to open in Mitcham by the 
end of this year. 

Andy Redfearn, YMCA di¬ 
rector of development, said 
the charity had held talks 
about bringing a scheme to 
Kingston - with the former 
Toby Jug site in Tolworth 
mooted as a potential site. 

Mr Redfearn said: “We are 
having discussions with 
Kingston Council about how 
we can deliver a scheme in 
the borough. 

“Officers are very keen to 


and obviously Y:Cube does 
that.” 

Tesco withdrew an applica¬ 
tion for a supermarket, hotel 
and 269 flats on the site next 
to the A3 earlier this month - 
the third time since 2002 it 
had scrapped plans following 
opposition from councillors 
and the public. 

The supermarket giant has 
now ditched its supermarket 
plans altogether, and 
promised to create a residen- 
tial-led development 
that would make a 
“major contribution 
to Kingston’s hous¬ 
ing needs”. 

Mr Redfearn 
said: “We have 
had conversations 
along with other 
housing 

providers to pre¬ 
sent some pro¬ 
posals to 
Tesco. 

“We were asked 
for creative ideas 
to bring the site 
back into use, 
and one of our 
suggestions was 
the Y:Cube. 

“No formal dis¬ 
cussion has been 
had with Tesco. 
was before we 
knew about 


Tesco pulling its supermar¬ 
ket application.” 

Tesco has promised to 
consult on future plans later 
this year, and Mr Redfearn 
said the YMCA was “keen to 
be part of the discussions”. 

The Y:Cube has been de¬ 
signed by architects Rogers 
Stirk Harbour and Partners, 
and will be offered to single 
people who are former 
YMCA residents or 
, on the waiting list 
, for a council 
. home. 


Each timber-made unit is 
constructed off-site, and can 
be stacked side by side or on 
top of each other - meaning 
whole developments could 
potentially be taken apart 
and relocated if needed. 

At an estimated £45,000 a 
unit, the Y:Cube is cheaper to 
build than other housing de¬ 
velopments, and each unit 
will be let at 65 per cent the 
normal market rent. 

The prototype outside Wim¬ 
bledon YMCA will be 
open to the public today, 
April 3, from 10am to 2pm.

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PINK RAPPED: New paint job at former jeweller’s shop splits opinion 

Spoiling our heritage - 
or suburban snobbery?

Liberal Democrat politicians 
have taken aim at the new 
bright pink paint job on a for¬ 
mer jewellers in Surbiton, 
claiming it spoils the build¬ 
ing’s appearance. 

FP Turner and Sons, which 
closed on Christmas Eve last 
year, is destined to become a 
nail bar, Five Star Nails, and 
has been painted bright pink 
by its new owners. 

And now Lib Dems in 


Surbiton have started a peti¬ 
tion to ask the owners to 
change their minds. 

St Mark’s councillor and 
council leader Liz Green said: 
“It now just looks silly. It’s 
bright pink with very tradi¬ 
tional black and gold lettering. 

“We have had more than 100 
signatures on the petition 
already.” 

Supportive shoppers online 
have said it is a case of “Sur¬ 
biton snobbery” in their posts, 
while opponents claimed the 
attitude was necessary to pre¬ 
serve the town’s heritage in a 
conservation area. 


One online poster, 
Lawrence Bromley, said: 
“Agree, Surbiton can be 
snobbish. Just don’t com¬ 
plain when old buildings you 
think are pretty are torn 
down for an Aldi.” 

One resident tweeted: 
“Tasteful Surbiton women 
will boycott this tack.” 

But another said: “I think it 
looks quite good, certainly 
brightens the place up. Sur¬ 
biton is boring, let’s face it, 
who goes there to shop?” 

Another, Ben Ayers, said: 
“The people of Surbiton need 
more to worry about.” 


Others said they were re¬ 
minded of last year’s minor 
controversy over the decora¬ 
tion of Surbiton’s Waitrose- 
sponsored Christmas tree. 

Conservative Berrylands 
Councillor Karen George said 
the shop’s new colour was 
“incongruous”. 

She said: “It just doesn’t fit 
in with the actual hoarding. I 
think cross-party on that 
one.” 

The new owner, Truong van 
Bui, did not respond to an on¬ 
line message.

BINNED: Possessions go astray after council blunder 

Heirlooms missing 
in lock-up cock-up

A Kingston man lost possessions 
including a generations-old 
family bible estimated to be more 
than 100 years old when a 
Kingston Council mix-up led 
to his lock-up shed being 
reassigned. 

Analytical chemist Noel 
Gaffney said he felt robbed after 
discovering his possessions miss¬ 
ing and getting only “terse” com¬ 
munication from the council. 

Mr Gaffney, 45, of Cumberland 
House in Kingston Hill, said: “I 
was taking the recycling down 
and noticed that the door was 
open. It was entirely empty with 
the door open. 

“When my other half came 
back from work I spoke to her - 
we tried the key in the lock and it 
didn’t work. 

“The lock had been changed. I 
spoke to the estate office. They 
knew nothing about it. 

“We couldn’t really get them to 
admit what had happened until

we got the police to talk to them.” 

Eventually the council con¬ 
fessed, he said. 

All that was left was an old arti¬ 
ficial Christmas tree and his golf 
clubs. 

Missing items after the Febru¬ 
ary mix-up include a family bible 
that had originally belonged to 


his great aunt passed down 
through three generations, and 
his daughter’s college course- 
work and childhood toys. 

Mr Gaffney, originally from 
Lincolnshire, said: “They had 
been put to one side for whatever 
reason and the rest of the stuff 
taken to the tip. 

“I still feel we’ve been robbed. I 
haven’t dared inform the family 
yet [about the bible].” 

Mr Gaffney said the council 
had twice sent out a question¬ 
naire, which he had filled in, to 
find out who used which shed at 
the flats. 

Richard Grosvenor, strategic 
business manager at Kingston 
Federation of Residents, said: 
“It’s appalling they have taken 
six weeks to respond to some¬ 
thing as serious as that. 

“I don’t think the apology is 
sufficient. 

“There is an attitude in the es¬ 
tates department which is not 
healthy towards tenants. It’s 
something that the federation 
has been aware of for some 
time.” 

Kingston Council said it had 
written to the family.

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GRUESOME DEEDS: New exhibition delves into five centuries of crime and punishment in borough 



Blood, guts and gore as 
grim past is uncovered

If you go down to Kingston 
Museum today, expecting a 
gentle stroll through history, 
beware. 

Expect disembodied heads, 
gruesome torture imple¬ 
ments, blood and guts, and 
realistic re-enactments of 
foul deeds. 

Students at Anstee Bridge 
have taken over the top floor 
of the museum for an exhibi¬ 
tion delving into five cen¬ 
turies of crime and 
punishment in the borough. 

Crimes of the past have 
been recreated in the town 
by students and filmed to be 
shown on a loop. 

Jason Philps, a teaching 
assistant at Anstee Bridge, 
said: “Looking up at the 
vastness of the gibbetts 


and seeing the eyeballs, 
there’s a good [deal] of 
laughter, but when you read 
the stories about the woman 
burned at the stake it is a 
mixture. 

“Visitors are enjoying it 
but a couple of people turned 
to me and said the stories 
were dark. 

“They have no idea there’s 
been a burning in Kingston 
and certain punishments 
were so painful. 

“You stole a loaf of bread; 
15 lashes and hard labour.” 

The exhibition has been 
created by students on the 
Anstee Bridge programme, 
led by Katherine Greening, 
which supports year 11 stu¬ 
dents who, for one 
day a week, require an alter¬ 
native to school to ensure 
better engagement with 
education. 

The crime and punishment 
exhibition was inspired by 


the Clink Museum in 
London, with reprehensible 
behaviour from Tudor times 
through to the Victorian era 
represented. 

Their last project travelled 
back to the 1950s with self- 
portrait cartoons celebrating 
British Railways - recently 
installed at the London 
Transport Museum in 
Covent Garden. 

Mr Philps said: “It is just so 
fun. We communicate with 
the students by giving confi¬ 
dence through creativity and 
it seems to excite the stu¬ 
dents and keep their 
interest.” 

Kingston’s mayor Council¬ 
lor Penny Shelton said: “I 
thought the talent shown 
there was enormous. Their 
ideas and creation were very 
interesting. 

“I really [liked] the art¬ 
work, particularly the black 
and grey paintings - as well 


as their hard work. 

“It’s really tremendous.” 
Hannah Ward, Kingston 
Museum’s learning and en¬ 
gagement officer, said: “The 
young people are inspiring. 
They have such vision and it 
has been an honour to help 
them to exhibit that. 

“Each one of them has a 
unique and effervescent per¬ 
sonality, which can clearly 
be seen in their work. 

“The subject matter seems 
to have captured their imagi¬ 
nations and I believe our mu¬ 
seum will be so much more 
the richer for hosting their 
exhibition.”

£30m operation

Tayla ‘was very much loved’ 


The funeral for 20-year-old 
aspiring journalist Tayla 
Woodard, who died after 
collapsing at her boyfriend’s 
house in Worcester Park, has 
been held in her home town. 

About 200 people packed 
into Egloshayle Parish 
Church in Wadebridge, Corn¬ 
wall, on March 22, to say 
goodbye to the Bournemouth 
University student. 

In accordance with the fam¬ 
ily’s wishes, many mourners 
eschewed traditional black 
clothing in favour of bright 
colours, as a celebration of 
Miss Woodard’s life. 

David Bray, from funeral di¬ 
rectors RJ Bray and Sons, 
said: “It was very well attend¬ 
ed, and there were a number 
of tributes from family and 
friends.

traditional black. She was 
very much loved.” 

Sunday People showbiz edi¬ 
tor Katie Hind was among the 
mourners, later tweeting a 
picture of the order of ser¬ 
vice with the message: 
“Today I said goodbye to 
@TaylaMaeW. She was a bud¬ 
ding journalist I was proud to 
mentor. She would have been 
the best.” 

Miss Woodard died on Sun¬ 
day, March 9, hours after 
being taken ill at the home of 
her boyfriend Alex Rickett in 
Tamesis Gardens, Worcester 
Park. 

She and Mr Rickett had 
been out in Brixton on the 
Saturday night to see a band, 
according to her father. 


After returning, she col¬ 
lapsed at about 5am. She died 
in hospital at 6.22am that 
same day. 

Mr Rickett, 21, was 
also taken to hospital as 
a precaution, but was later 
discharged. 

The cause of Miss 
Woodard’s death is still unex¬ 
plained, but is being treated 
as non-suspicious. 

A police spokesman said: 
“Tayla’s unexplained death 
continues to be investigated 
by Kingston CID. 

“A postmortem examina¬ 
tion has taken place and fur¬ 
ther tests are being 
conducted. At this stage a 
cause of death has not been 
established. 

“An inquest has been 
opened and adjourned.”

Coroner's open verdict 
on missing man’s death 


A missing man from Esher 
was found “badly decom¬ 
posed” in New Malden a 
month after he was last seen 
alive, an inquest heard. 

Darren Tollworthy, 42, also 
known as Darren or Danny 
Deacon, was reported miss¬ 
ing on October 15 last year, 
two days after he was last 
seen alive in Hinchley Wood 
by a friend. 

Coroner Dr Sean Cum¬ 
mings told the inquest, at 
West London Coroner’s 
Court on Monday, March 24, 
it was normal for Mr Toll¬ 
worthy to go off for a couple 
of days at a time. 

Mr Tollworthy, who had 
previously suffered from al¬ 
cohol dependency and drug- 
related problems, was found 
dead by police in a garden in 
New Malden on November 
13. 

His death came to the 
attention of police after a 
resident reported a backpack 
and bicycle had been 
propped up against her 
garage in Berkeley Lodge, 
Sandal Road, for two to three 
weeks. 

The body was found 
lying face down in the

undergrowth at the bottom 
of the garden. 

Dr Cummings said the state 
of the decomposed body sug¬ 
gested it had been there “for 
several weeks”. 

Summing up he said: “Con¬ 
sidering all the available doc¬ 
uments to me, I am unable to 
reach a conclusion other 
than to say that I shall reach 
an open verdict.”

Average wait to buy 
in UK is 3.6 years 


According to a new survey 52 per 
cent of UK adults are considering 
a house move or getting on the 
property ladder, but most think 
that they will be unlikely to fulfil 
their home dreams in the next 
12 months.

Sales surge sees a drop in the 
number of accidental landlords 


The number of people letting 
out properties because they 
have been unable to sell has 
dropped to a record low. 

According to a new report, 
the percentage of letting 
agents seeing an increase in 
rental property entering the 
market because it cannot be 
sold has fallen to just 13 per 
cent. 

This figure represents the 
fourth consecutive fall, and is 
far below the 94 per cent high 
recorded when the question 
was first asked at the start of 
2009, during the post credit 
crunch property crisis. 

The report comes from the 
Association of Residential 
Letting Agents (ARLA) which 
says the renewed ability to 
sell property is having a sig¬ 
nificant effect on the overall 
shape of the residential in¬ 
vestment market. 

Ian Potter, managing direc¬ 
tor of ARLA, said: “The 


resurgence of property prices 
and buyer demand in many 
areas is reducing the number 
of so-called accidental land¬ 
lords. 

“Despite the reduction of 
landlords in this situation, 
wider investment in rental 
properties remains strong 
across the market. 

“The shape of the private 
rented sector is changing 
once again, with long-term 
landlords returning to the 
fore.” 

The report adds that the 
proportion of ARLA mem¬ 
bers who think landlords are 
currently decreasing their 
net investment by selling 
properties is up sharply, from 
15 per cent to 20 per cent. 

This is while the proportion 
of respondents who think 
landlords are increasing their 
net investment by buying 
properties declined from 43 
per cent to 42 per cent.

Drivers opt for 
more silver 
and black 

The popularity of grey, silver and 
black is draining the colour from 
UK cars, according to latest 
statistics. 

While the number of red- 
coloured and blue-coloured 
vehicles has dipped over the 
last year, drivers sporting 
black-hued motors has risen, as 
has the number of grey-coloured 
cars. 

Figures from the Society of 
Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders (SMMT), the figures 
showed that silver was the 
most-popular car colour in 2013, 
accountingfor 24.9 per cent of all 
vehicles. 

Second was blue (20.3 per cent), 
but this represented a 2.7 per cent 
dip on the 2012 figure. In contrast 
black rose 4.8 per cent to 18.4 per 
cent and grey was up 5.6 per cent 
to 10.8 per cent, just behind red 
which slipped 0.5 per cent to 10.9 
per cent.

• Whether it is time to renew 
or not, you have a legal 


requirement to 
inform the DVLA as 
soon as possible if 
you are diagnosed 
with dementia. 

• Your eyesight will 
inevitably 
deteriorate as you 
age, but the law 
requires drivers to 
be able to read a 
car number plate 
from a distance of 
20 metres, 
whatever your age. 
If you need glasses 
or contact lenses to 
do this, they must 
be worn at all times when 
driving. 

• If you are diagnosed with a 
condition which causes vision 
impairment, the law says you 
must inform the DVLA. Failure to 
do so is a criminal offence.

Former Surbiton High School 
student Chemmy Alcott 
called time on her alpine rac¬ 
ing career last week so she 
could carry on skiing, writes 
Stuart Amos. 

The 31-year-old, who fin¬ 
ished 19th in the downhill at 
her fourth Winter Olympics 
in Sochi, will call it a day 
after the British Alpine Ski 
Championships this week. 

Alcott, who will marry fel¬ 
low ski racer Dougie Craw¬ 
ford in July, has suffered 
three leg breaks in her career 
- the last of which last year 
left her in a race against time 
to make the Olympics. 

She had talked of a crack at 
next year’s World Champi¬ 
onships in Beaver Creek pro¬ 
viding she was competitive. 

But a crash in a World Cup 
downhill race in Switzerland 
earlier this month changed 
her mind. 

“People assume I had made 
the decision to retire before 
the Olympics, but that was 
not the case,” she said. 

“But after that crash it got 
to the point where I was 
thinking I love to ski and I 
don’t ever want to have that 
taken away from me.” 

Alcott has been Britain’s 
most successful alpine skier 
and is the only Briton to win 
a run in a World Cup race in 
the giant slalom at Soelden in 
Austria in 2008.
